Backed by some oi the most intluential student leaders on 
campus, the drive to put State Cellege’s first football team 
on a sound financial basis started this week and wili continue 
until after the final gun in the fall. Leaders who already |

Although the student-faculty-administration football com- | 
mitiee concurred that at least 1500 season tickets should be | 
sold for State’s entrance into Far Western conference grid | 
play, the students are aiming for even higher sales marks. | 

This week's action was another step in the long trail 


which was opened last fall when students emotion and in- 
terest jumped to a point where the sport could no longer be 
ignored or put off. But it should be kept in mind that of the 
more than 700 students who signed a petition declaring they | 
would vote for a $1 increase in Associated Students fees, only | 
319 voted ves. Another 43 cast negative votes. 

Great care should be taken to assure that this situation 
does not recur. If student interest wans now, it is doubted | 
if it could be rejuvinated after a not-so-not season which is 
a constant threat for any “first team.” Students signing any 
of the petitions favoring the grid sport have an obligation 
to assist the sales program. And the graduating seniors who 


signed will have an opportunity to buy the $4 season’s ticket.
